Between a vacation in Germany this time last month and work for the month or 
two before that, I hadn't been able to get to the monthly Las Vegas swap in 
a while. 


There were lots of goodies for keepers of the firebottle faith this time 
out, though. One guy had a Hammarlund HQ-180 for I don't know what price 
(it wasn't marked) and a couple of R-390As. It was the first time I had 
seen one of those (let alone two :-) )...one was by a manufacturer whose 
name I didn't catch and was already sold. The other was a Collins and came 
with its matching speaker for $300. Both looked like they were very 
well-kept and appeared to have everything (even meters...not sure if they 
were original, but they didn't look like obvious replacements, either). He 
was also giving away an SG-1A VHF signal generator with its matching PP-348 
power supply, both in cases for desktop use and with the connecting cable 
and power cable. He said they weren't working (possibly because the power 
supply is missing a tube), but either (1) it might not be too hard to fix 
(not that I have a purpose lined up for a VHF signal generator) or (2) it'll 
be a good source of parts (lots of huge transformers, chokes, and tubes in 
the power supply alone...I learned the true meaning of the word "boatanchor" 
today :-) ). The power supply says it's by Boonton...the generator itself 
isn't marked, but its construction is similar to that of the power supply 
(read: very stout). 


Someone else had a bunch of Tek and HP test equipment and other odds and 
ends. I snagged a couple of Tek scopes, a 545A and a 585A, for $20. He 
said that if nobody bought them, he'd scavenge the tubes out of them and 
scrap the rest...that wouldn't have been a pretty sight. He said they 
probably work. The 585A needs a plug-in to do anything useful (should've 
checked for one while I was there), but it fires up OK and puts a trace on 
the display. The 545A needs a new rear-panel power plug and fuseholder 
(should be easy to do)and came with a D plug-in installed. I tried fitting 
it into the 585A, but it wouldn't go all the way in...am I correct in 
assuming that they take different plug-ins, or was I doing something wrong? 


At yet another table were a homebrew SSB exciter and linear amp for $10 


each. The exciter looked complete; the amp was missing its 304TL finals (I 
think that's what the seller said it used). They were sold by the time I 
returned...hell, I'm not a ham anyway, so it's not like I could have used 
them, except maybe to light up a dummy load (and what fun is that?). (As 
far as getting a license goes, I could probably pass the theory exams and 
get a no-code Technician license with half my brain tied behind my back (I 
wrote a quiz program for my Apple II, stocked it with the entire Novice and 
Technician question pools (could also put in the others if I needed them), 
and have gotten pretty good scores with it), but I've never stuck with Morse 
code practice long enough to where I could stand half a chance of passing 
the code test and getting a Technician+ license. One of these days...) 


In any case, my BA quotient is significantly higher now than it was last 
night, and I'm only out $20. (One of the scopes, by itself, probably has 
more glowbottles than all of my radios put together. :-) ) 


There were a few other odds and ends...some vintage broadcast radios and the 
usual assortment of sOQl|d-st@t*x ham gear, computer stuff, and other 
equipment of a more modern persuasion. In my somewhat-of-an-outsider's 
opinion, though, this was one of the better swaps in a long time (certainly 
the best one that I've been to yet).

>the boom. Could easily have been the setup instructions used 

>for a xbunchx of destroyers in that lagoon! That would explain the 
>lack of a ship name, if multiple ships had identical setups. 


---Ray, i hadn't carried it this far. i think you have done a very logical 
and interesting speculation. rather than a special prepped ship for 

the Crossroads A-bomb test, i would guess the ship was one 

completed too late to be used in WW2, then just ‘set aside' 

( deactivated ), then taken over to Bikini atoll. looking thru the book 
just now, i see that for "CROSSROADS" the equipment tuning 

info is for TBM ( 2 of these ), TDE, TCS ( SN 15198 and 15199 ), 

RBA-1 SN 650, RBB-1 SN 2191, RBC-1 SN 2451. these are all in 

the same radio room, ‘Radio 2'. here are the freqs the equipment 

tuning charts indicate: 2160 2232 2292 2594 2716 2920 3000 

4305 4910 kc/s. these seem to be of the "local work" type 

frequency. i can't see that if the ship was to be blasted, they 

would have spent time logging the tune settings and voltages 

so thoroughly. maybe -- i hope -- the ship was operated with 

less than wartime radio operators and served in some kind of 
observation role for this one short time project. then there is 

hope that some of the other 65 boatanchor radios aboard 

survived and are somewhere around here. 


> I'm told that the salvage yards in Long Beach (and any other place 
> where they cut up ships) are full of junk off the old girls. But I'd 
> guess it isn't exactly cheap.

Sounds like you have it pegged -- must have been ship prep for 
CROSSROADS. They would have set stuff up and checked it out, then 
deactivated it, planning to reinspect (if possible) after the boom. 
Could easily have been the setup instructions used for a xbunchx of 
destroyers in that lagoon! That would explain the lack of a ship name, 
if multiple ships had identical setups. 


Not sure exactly how they decommissioned ships back then, but nowadays 
they just chuck all the superfluous documentation in a couple spaces 
(no rhyme or reason, they just *pickx a few places) and lock ‘em before 
sending the ship out. Have seen a few done this way for use as target 
ships on the range at Point Mugu.

But I'd 
guess it isn't exactly cheap.

Hello everyone, 


After sitting around for many years, a BC-342 found on a curbside 
in Lafayette, Louisiana now works. 


The problem with this receiver was solely deterioration of mica 
capacitors. In all, I replaced the following which had become shorted: 


C27, C102, C99, C62, C63, C56, C65, C64, C75, C81 and C76 


These are found in stages beginning at the 1st RF amplifier reading 


left to right across the schematic in War Department Technical Manual 
TM11-850 Figure 79. 


I also applied some modifications found in September 1946 QST page 42 
(interesting!) which improves the gain of the first and second RF 
stages. 

My BC-342 now is sensitive enough to receive quite well without an 
antenna connected when out of its case. One additional tip: there is an 
output impedance selector beneath the chassis which should be plugged to 
"250". Sufficient volume will then be available with a speaker connected 
to "SPEAKER 2D AUDIO". 


Someone almost succeeded in discarding this relic of World War 2 but my 
sharp-eyed son-in-law spotted it and rescued it from the landfill. 


I hope this helps shorten someone's time in bringing another BC-342 back 
to life.
